The Speakership,

Thus far, but two james have been promi.
mently mentioned fud conneéction with the
Bpeskership, These are Honry L. Dawes of Mas.
gachusetts and James G, Bluine of Malue, There

s been something gaid ubont Jumes A, Garfeld
of Ohlo, and one or two others of lesser note; bat
this has only been by way of compliment, and

Henry I, Dawes,

Mr. Dawes is a native of Massachuselts, and
was born at Cuommiogton, Hampshire county,
in 1816. He is consequently fifty-three years
old, Heis a lawyer by profestion and a man of
scknowledged ability, Like Collax, he has
" been an editor, having had charge, for o time,
of a paper called the “‘Grecnfield Gazelte.” Al
pirty-two he was a member of the Mossachu-
potts Legiclature, a body in which men of mean
ability have always been rare. Ilis Congres-
sional carcer began with the Thivty.Afllk Con-
gress, and he has been returned by his con-
ptituents to every succeding Uongress by over-
whelming msjorities, Tn the Thirty seventh
Qongress he was appointed Chairman of the

Committee on Elections—one of the most im.
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Geueral Fry, 1L was the general opinlon that he
was nol only deleated in the result, but severely
by Mr. in the discussion.

Legislature, serving eight years in the Benate
and two in the House, At the comwencement
of the Rebellion he entered the service as
Colonel of the Twenty sixth Oh'o Yolunteers,
At the grest battle of Corinth he commanded &
brigade, and performed suech valunble services
as to recelve the warm commendations of his
superlor officers.  Im 1862, while etill iu the ser-
vice, he was clected o member of Congress
from the Seventecuth diwstrict ol Ohlo, Tils

The present incuambent, Ouls S, Bux-
ton, 13 o native of New York, and was born in
18518, He cmne here in 1861, and was muwle
Argistant Doorkeeper under Capt. Goodenongh.
At the beginping ol the present session, on the
resignation of General Lippincott, Mr. Baxton
was clected Deorkieper without ooposition.
There is no opposition, thut 1 koow o, to s
re-election, He Las given close attention to hie
dutics both as Assistant Doorkecper aud s
Doorkeeper, and the members will generally
suppurl him.

EXTRAOEDINARY EXPLOSION,

Ignition of Nitro-Glycerine in an Oil
Well.
From the Titusville Herald, Feb, 4,

On the Mason furm & well has boeen suuk to
Lhe depih of over slght hundred fecl, wolen has
hitherto ylelded bat little oil, with an sbun-
dance of gas, The proprietor, Jonathan Wal-
son, determined o iry the eneol of & hoavy
charge of nitro-glycerivne, aud yesterday fifcy
pounds were exploded by Mr. Mowbray aud
g nesiste uts, Two cartridges were prepared,
toe one twenty-tive lncues in length, the oltuer
thirty -five lnones, snd eao five Inohes 1o dis-
muler. These were counecled by a shorl copper
wire, thirty feet in lengtn, 80 a8 to adjust the
Ltwo charges imnmmediately opposite two sevaral
mud wveilns which were known to be Lhat
distnnee apnart, the heavieat oharge of
thirty poundsa nitro-glycerine belng at Lthe
lower wveln, 7831 feet deep, the lighter
charge at Lhe upper veiln, Twelve explodors
were Ineerted In  the Inrgest = cartridge
apd elght In the other, formiog & train of
twenty exploders, which by meoans of insulated
wire were connected about 230 feet fromn the
well with an  electrlo battery. Everything
belpg arranged the order was glven to fire. In
an insiant the discnarge took place, and a
report llke A cannon fired from a distauoce,
iccomphnied by & very perceptible vibration of
L e earth around, was noticed by those present,
The operator and an assistant Imoedlately
pulled on the wire, thereny endeavoring Lo
pravenl entanglement; when aboat fifiy feet of
the wire had been drawn out a reaotion ensoed,
draggliog the parides who were pulling &l the
wire towardse the well for a distance of ten feet,
to thelr surprise aud great wonderment (this
arose from the column of water lifted by the
explosion snd lisreturn fall); but most certainly
the parties thounght for an lustant Old Scran
wis haullng them down below, Lo answer for
blasting his oll factory. The resalt of the ex-
ploelon on the well cannot be ascertained until
the well bas been tnbed and the water (s column
of 720 feel) has been pumped off, The Indica-
tiops are that 80 heavy an explosion (the bale
of the cartridge which was recovered proved
the terrible force exerted) must have pene-
trated the mud velns for aconsiderable dis-
tince,

The readers of the MHerald may foel latossted
in knowing that the water io the we!l amonat-
ed Lo about twenty-two barrels; the volume of
gases evolved by the explosion, sy al a pres
sure of forty-five barrels per square lnch, or
three ntmospheres copressed into one, would
fiil 281 barrels, and the power requalred to Iift
the colnmn of water would be equal to foar
and onpe -half tons, The operation was en-
tirely satisfactory to all parties, and the abllity
1o safely fire these heavy charges with as musch
ease as o fire-oracker hay beon demonstrated,
